COLLARS AND RUCHINGS. 


Dainty and Lorely Deilcnn In Various Artl- 


clci of XjtdlM' Ncck-Wrar. 


The dressing of the neck is a matter 


of much moment always, and properly 
so, as it adds very much to the becom- 
ingness or the unbecomingness of a 
dress. Collars are worn very high and 
close with all gowns not cut decollete 


Linen collars and cuffs have never 


been worn more than now upon all oc- 
casions save those demanding 
full 


dress. Some new fancies have recent- 
ly appeared, which, even though evan- 
escent, are deserving of mention. Next 
in favor after the straight, high collar, 
are those with the corners turned over, 
some very slightly and others in deep 
point. An odd collar close and straight 
in shape has two perpendicular button- 
holes, one each side of the front, 
through which a silken tie is drawn 
and knotted in the center. Other col- 
lars, of very ministerial aspect, fasten 
at the side or in the back, and, though 
very high and close, are so shaped as 
to be not in the least uncomfortable 
Still another style of collar-is edgptl 
with loops designed to run a ribbon 
through. Plain straight cuffs are usual- 
ly preferred, but as a novelty are 
shown cuffs with a slit half an inch 
deep from the outer edge directly oppo- 
site the point of fastening. 
The cor- 


ners of this slit are turned back in 
points, and the cuffs are worn •with col- 
lars of the same style, 


Very pretty ruching is made entirely 


ofnarrowcst feather-edge ribbon loops 
set in triple rows. It is shown in black, 
cream color, red, pale blue, pink and 
lavender, and is not only no\ol and be- 
coming, but is also much moic sen ii o- 
able than frail crepe lisse ruching. Silk 
gauze ruching edged with close ro«s 
of tiny beads is very pretty, as is :\Ko 
lisse niching edged with a band of uai- 
row ribbon in highly contrasting eoloi 
Numerous dainty and lovely designs in 
chemisettes are shown, and they aie 
much worn indoors, as they add to the 
appearance of the simplest house dross 
Some 
of 
them 
aie 
made 
to 


extend 
from 
the 
neck 
to 
the 


waist, and may be worn outside n close 
bodice, or inside the jaiket fionts 
with which so many of the fashionable 
bodices are still made. The short, 
pointed, chemisettes are more gener- 
ally liked, however, and are usually 
found more becoming. To all of them 
are attached high, straight collars, fast- 
ened either at the back or with hooks 
and loops under a bow at the left side. 
Very lovely is a little chemisette of 
I'team silk gau?e and pale green satin 
ribbon. A band of the ribbon is taken 
down the center, with double folds of 
gauze slantingly drawn down eithei 
side. Next aie single folds of ribbon, 
and then again at the extreme edges 
gniue folds. The band cncitcling the 
neck is of ribbon, edged with folds of 
gaiuc, and fastens at the left side un- 
der a bow held by silver pins. A sec- 
ond chemisette after the same pattern 
is made of black tulle and pink ribbon, 
and a third of heliotrope crepe com- 
bined with pale yellow. Half-morning 
chemisettes are made of white crepe or 
crepe lisse in full, overlapping folds, 
laced across with narrow black ribbon, 
loops of the same being caught in the 
standing fiill 
encircling the neck. 


Othois are of lavender and white crepe 
or lavender and black gau/.c, a very 
lovely one of lavender crepe dc chine 
showing rows of dead jet beads set be- 
tween the folds, a fringe of the same 
jets falling ovei the high collar. Very 
pretty aie the chemisettes made ol 
frills and cascades of narrow lace, 
thickly hung with single loops of nar- 
row ribbon tipped with small beads. 
Long scarfs of heavy lace, either white 
or black, arc woui up about the neck 
again, tied up close and snug, and are 
always so becoming that their revival 
is hailed with delight. Lace boas are 
noticed among the novelties, made of 
lace from two to four inches wide ar- 
ranged in the fullest plaits. 
These 


boas arc round, like those of the fur, 
and an immense quantity of lace is ic- 
quired for one, as the plaits must be 
very thick and the folds fall fully over 
each other. Forty >auls. of lace are 
absolutely required, and as many as 
sixty and seventy are often employed.

HOUSEHOLD HELPS. 


Iteclpu and Mnggeitloui That Have Been 


reited with Unvarying Succoai, 


To restore crushed velvet hold it over 


the spout of a teakettle and let it steam 
well, then comb up the nap 


Broom» dipped for a few minutes in 


boiling suds once a week will last much 
longer than they otherwise would. 


Kid shoes may be kept soft and free 


from ciacks bj nibbing them once a 
week with a little pure gljcerine or 
castor oil. 


A piece of zinc placed ou the coals of 


a hot stove will clean out the stove pipe. 
The vapor produced carries off the soot 
by chemical decomposition.

the fire department. The most inllam- 
inable stuff tlmt cuuld bo procured WHS 
used-200 square feel of pine lumber, 12 
feet high, soiiked in oil and smeared with 
five gallons of tar on the inside of the 
three sides, the structure forming a draft 
that curried everything before it. At the 
base was in-ranged paper, shavings, chips 
and other light stuff, and upon it was 
poured a large quantity of coal oil. It 
appeared tlmt when the torch was ap- 
plied the whole pile would be swept 
away in » tlasli. The whole mass burnt 
furiously imd w«8 so hot that the crowd 
was driven back !i(l feet, while the smoke 
and flumes shot upward 30 feet above the 
top of the vertical planks. Five gallons 
of oil were thrown into the fire just lie- 
fore Mr. Ireland tackled the flames with 
the extinguisher. Standing at a safe dis- 
tarce, by the aid of a hand syringe, he 
sent the single quart of chemical fluid 
into the fire, and instantly, us if by magic, 
the tiiimos ceased to roll upward and the 
fire was prnctici.'ly extinguished. The 
stuff, whatever it is, seems to act more 
effectively thtm it flood of 20 burials of 
water, for it knocked the flames out of 
time in the first round. Another quart 
of the fluid \<as used in putting out little 
flashes and sparks of fire at the base of 
the structure on the outside, and another 
in dampening the ground SD that there 
would bo no possible danger o' the lum- 
ber igniting again. It was a wonderfully 
successful test, and caused 
general 


amazement and commendation. The in- 
vention is a very simple arrangement.
